farther Tariff Legislation Urged to the 
t of Making Coal and Irou Free, 
Away With the Sugar Differential, 
of gulps, Etc., as Recom- 
mended by the Secretary of the Nary. 

Washington, Deo. 8.— The following 
is President Cleveland' 8 message to con- 
gress: 

To the Congress of the United States: 

The assemblage within the nation's leg- 
islative halls of those charged with the 
duty of niaklug laws for the beneii • of a 
generous and free people impressively sug- 
gests the exacting obligation and inexor- 
able responsibility involved in their task. 
At the direshhold of such labor now to be 
undertaken by the congress of the United 
States and it. the discharge of an executive 
duty enjoined by the constitution I submit 
this communication, -containing a brief 
statement of the condition of oar national 
affairs, and recommends Buch legislation 
as seeuis to be necessary and expedient. 

After refering to the peaceful relations 
existing between the United States and all 
foreign uatious, the termination of the 
warm Brasil end the settlement of the 
Chilian claims by that government the 
president says: 

The Far Fast War. 
On the 17tn of .March lust a new treaty 
with China iu further regulation of emi- 
gration was signed at Washington, and ou 
Aug. 16 it received the sanction of the 
senate. 

Katidcation on the part of China and 
formal exchange are awaited to give effect 
to this mutually beneficial convention. 

A gratifying recognition of the uniform 
impartiality of this country toward all 
foreign stab's was manifested by the coin- 
cident request of the Chinese ami Japanese 
governments that the agents of the United 
States should, within proper limits, afford 

firotectiou to the subjects of the other dur 
ng the suspension ot diplomatic relations 
due to a state of war. 

This delicate oilice was accepted, and a 
misapprehension gave rise to the belief 
that in affording this kindly unofficial pro- 
tection our ageuts would exercise the same 
. authority which the withdrawn agents of 
the belligerents hud exercised '.vast prompt- 
ly corrected. Although the war between 
China and Japan endangers no policy of 
the United States it deserves our gravest 
cousideratiou, by reason of its disturbance 
ot our growiug commercial interests in the 
two countries and the increased dangers 
which may result to our citizens domiciled 
or sojourning in the interior of China. 

Acting under a stipulation iu our treaty 
with Corea (the first concluded with a 
western power) 1 felt constrained at the 
beginning .' "i« controversy to tender our 
good offices to induce an amicable arrange- 
ment of the initial difficulty growiug out 
ol 1 1 ie J upanese demands for ad mln istrati ve 
reforms iu Corea, but the unhappy precipi- 
tation of actual hostilities deteated this 
kindly purpose. 

Deploring the destructive war betw«en 
the two mo. i power! ill of the eastern na- 
tions and SUXlOUM tuai our oommercial in 
terests iu those countries may be preserved 
end that the safety of our citizens then 
shall not be jeopardized, I would not hssi 
late to heed any intimation thut our friend 
ly aid for the houorable termination ol hos 
tilities would be acceptable to both bellig- 
erents. 

A convention has been finally concluded 
for the settlement by arbitration of th 
prolonged dispute with Ecuador, growing 
out ot the proceedings agaiust Kmilit 
Santos, a naturalized citizen of the United 
States. 

Our relations with the republic of 
France continue to be such as should exist 
between nations so long bound togotaer 
by friendly sympathy and similarity in 
their form of government. 

Caruot's Assassination. 

The recent cruel assassination of the 
president of this sister republic called 
forth such universal expressions of sorrow 
and condolence ironi our people and gov- 
ernment as to ltrave no doubt of the depth 
and sincerity of our attachment. The 
resolutions passed by the seuate aud house 
of representatives on the occasion have 
been communicated to the widow of Presi 
dent Carnot. 

Acting upon the reported discovery of 
Texas fever in cargoes of American cattle 
the Oerman prohibition agaiust importa- 
tions of livestock aud fresh meats from 
this couutry has been revived. It is hoped 
that Germany will soon become convinced 
that the inhibition is as needless as it is 
harmful to mutual interests. 

The German government has protested 
agaiust that provision of the customs tar- 
iff act which imposes a discriminating 
duty of one-tenth of 1 cent a pound on 
sugars coming from countries paying an 
export bounty tksreon, claiming that the 
exaction of such duty is iu coutraveutiou 
of Articles 5 aud 0 of the treaty of 1828 



with 1'russia, 

In the interests of the commerce of both 
count ries aud to avoid eveu the accusation 
of treaty violatiou. 1 recommend the re- 
peal of so much of the statute as imposes 
that duty, and I invite attention to the 
accompanying report of the secretary of 
state containing a discussion of the ques- 
tions raised by the German 
Uehrlng 

Early in tne present yeur au agreement 
was reached wan Great Britain conn in 
ing instructions to be given to the iiuval 
Oouimunders of tue two governments in 
lie tiring sea and the contiguous North Pa- 
cific oceau for their guidance in the execu- 
tion of the award of the Paris tribunal 
of arbitration and the enforcement of the 
regulatious therein prescribed, for the pro- 
tection of seal lile in the waters men- 
tioned. 

An understanding has also been reached 
for the payment by the United States of 
0425,000 in full satisfaction if all claims 
which may be made by Great lin tain for 
damages growing out of the controversy as 
to fur seals iu Uehrlng sea, or the seizure 
of British vessels engaged in taking seal iu 
those waters. The award aud findings ol 
the Paris tribunal to a great exteut deter- 
mined the fact aud principles upou which 
these claims should be adjusted, and tbey 
have been subjected by both governments 
to a thorough examination upon the 
prinoiples as well as the facts wn ah they 
involve. 1 am convinced that a set ilemeut 
upon the ttrms mentioned would be an 
equitable aud advantageous one and I 
recommend that provision be made for the 
prompt payment of the stated sum. 

Thus Air, only Frauce aud Portugal have 
signified, their. wlUupiesa tu adhere to. the 



regulations established under the award 
of the Paris tribunal of arbitration. 

Preliminary surreys of the Alaskan 
boundary aud a preparatory examination 
of the question of protection of food lish iu 
the coutinugiouM waters of the United 
States and the Dominion of Canada are in 
progress. 

Hawaii. 

Since communicating the voluminous 
correspondence in regard to Hawaii and 
the action taken by the senate and house 
of representatives on certain questions 
submitted to the judgment aud wider dis- 
cretion of congress the organization of a 
government iu place of the provisional 
arrangement which followed the deposi- 
tion of the queen has beeu announced 
with evidence of its effective operation. 
The recognition usual iu such oases has 
been accorded the new goverumeut. 

Good will metered by many interests in 
common has marked our relations with 
our nearest southern neighbor. 

Peace being restored along her uortberu 
frontier, Mexico has asked the puuish- 
ment of the late disturbers of her tran- 
quility. There ought to be a new treaty of 
commerce and navigation with that coun- 
try to take the place of the one which ter- 
minated 18 years ago. 

The resent death of the Ccar of Russia 
called forth appropriate expressions of sor- 
row and sympathy on the part of our gov - 
ernment with his bereaved family and the 
Russian people. As a further demonstra- 
tion of respect and friendship our minister 
at St. Petersburg was directed to represent 
our government at the funeral <*ereuioiiies. 

The sealing interests of Kussia in Beb- 
ing sea are second only to our own. A 
modus Vivendi has therefore been conclud- 
ed with the imperial government re- 
strictive of poaching on the Russian 
rookeries and of sealing in waters which 
were not comprehended in the protected 
area defined in the Paris award. 

Occasion has been found to urge upon 
the Kussiau government equality of treat- 
ment of our great life insurance companies 
whose operations have been extended 
throughout Europe. 

Admitting, aswedo, foreign corporations 
to transact business iu the United States, 
we naturally expect no Icec tolerana Cox 
our own in the ample fields of competition 
abroad. 

But few oases of interference with 
naturalised citizens returuiug to Russia 
have been reported during the current 
yeur. One Krzeminski was arrested lust 
summer in a Polish proviuce on 
a reported charge of unpermitted 
renunciation of Russian allegiance, but 
it transpired that the proceedings 
originated in alleged malfeasance colu- 
mn ud by Krzeminski while un imperial 
official a number of years ago. Efforts lor 
his release, which promised to he success 
ful, wore in progress when bis death was 
reported. 

The government ol Salvador having 
beeu overthrown by an abrupt popular 
outbreak, certain of its military and civic 
officers, while hotly pursued by lufuriutei 
lusurgeuta, sought resuge on board the 
Uuited States warship Bennington, then 
lying in a Salvadorean port. Although 
the practice of asylum is not favored b 
this government, yet in view of the imml 
neut peril which threatei <sd the fugitives, 
and solely from cousidei alious of Immun- 
ity, they were afforded shelter by our 
naval conimauder, and when afterward 
demanded under our treaty of extradition 
with Salvador for trial on charges of mur- 
der, arson aud robbery, I directed that 
such of them as had not voluntarily left the 
ship be conveyed to one of our nearest 
ports where a hearing could be had before 
a judicial officer in compliance with the 
terms of the treaty. 

Ou their arrival at San Fraucisoo such a 
proceeding was promptly instituted before 
the Uuited States district judge, who held 
that the acts constituting the alleged of- 
fenses were polit ical, aud discharged all 
the accused except one Cleufuegos. who 
was held for au attempt to murder. There 
upon, I was constrained to direct his re- 
lease, for the reaaou that an attempt lo 
murder was uot oue of the crimes charged 
against him, and upou which his surren- 
der to the Salvadorean authorities had 
been demanded. 

The Ulueflelds Imbroglio. 

Prominent among the questions of the 
year was the Blueflelus incident, in what 
Is known as the Mosquito Indian strip, 
bordering ou the Atlantic oeean and witu- 
in the jurisdiction of Nicaragua. By the 
treaty of 1860 between Great Brltaiu and 
Nicaragua the former government e.\ in- 
ly recognized the sovereignty of the latter 
over the strip, and a limited form of self 
government was guaranteed to the Mo- 
squito Indians, to be exercised according 
to their customs, for themselves and other 
dwellers within its limit*. 

Early iu the past year efforts of Nicara- 
gua to maintain sovereignty over the 
Mosquito territory led to serious disturb- 
ances, culminating in the suppression of 
the uatlve government and the attempted 
substitution of an impracticable com- 
posite administration in whieh Nicaragua 
and alien residents were to participate. 

Failure was followed by an Insurrection, 
which for a time subverted Nioaraguau 
rule expelling her officers and restoring the 
old organisation. This in turn gave place 
to the existing local goverumeut esteb 
lulled and upheld bv Nicaragua, 

Although the alitjn interests arrayed 
agaiust Nicaragua in these transactions 
have been largely American, and the oom- 
merce of that region for some time has 
beeu and stil 1 Is chiefly controlled by our 
citizens, we can uot for that reason chal- 
lenge the rightful sov ereiguty of Nicaragua 
over this important part of her domain. 

For some months oue, and, during part 
of the time, two, of our naval ships nav« 
been stationed at Ulueflelds for the pro- 
tection of all legitimate interests of our 
citizens. In September last the govern 
mint at Managua expelled from its terri- 
tory 13 or more foreigners, including two 
Americans, for alleged participation 
in the seditious or revolutionary 
movements agaiust the republic at Blue- 
fields already mentioned, but through the 
earnest remonstrance of this government 
the two Americans have been permitted to 
return to the peaceful management of 
their business. Our naval commander at 
the scene of those disturbances, by their 
constant exhibition of firmness and good 
judgment, contributed largely to the pre- 
vention of more serious consequences and 
to the restoration of quiet and order. 

The Nicaraguau authorities, having 
given notice of forfeiture of their conces- 
sion to the canal company on grounds 
purely technical aud not embraced iu the 
contract, nave receded from that position. 

Armenian Slaughter. 

In my last annual mes.-age I adverted to 
the claim ou the part of Turxey of the 
right to cxpul, as persons uudesirable and 
duiigerous, Armenians naturulized in the 
United States aud returuiug to Turkish 
jurisdiction. Numerous questions iu this 
relation have arisen

reason than having acquired Without im 
penal consent Aiucricau citizenship. 

Three of the aseailaiila of Alias Meltou, 
an American teacner in Mosul, have beet 
convicted by the Ottoman courts, and 1 
am advised that an appeal against the a 
quittal of the remaining live has beeu 
taken by the Turkish prosecuting officer. 

A convention has lieen concluded witu 
Venezuela for the arbitration of a long 
disputed claim growing out of the seizure 
of certain vessels, the property of citizens 
of the United States. 

Huiuoau Affairs. 

In my last annual message, I referred 
briefly to the unsatisfactory state of affairs 
in Sauioa under the operution of the Bet 
lin treaty, as signally illustrating the im 
policy of entangling alliatices with foreign 
powers; aud ou May 0, 1804, in response t< 
a resolution of the senate, 1 sent a spseht 
message and documents to that body on 
the same subject, which emphasized my 
previously expressed opiuiotis. 

Later occurrences, the correspondence it 
regard to which will be laid before con 
gress, further demonstrate that the gov 
ernment which was devised by the three 
powers and forced upon the Satnoaus 
against their inveterate hostility can lie 
maintained only by the continued presence 
of foreign military force aud at no small 
sacrifice of life aud treasure. 

The suppression of the Mataafa insur- 
rection by the powers, aud the subsequent 
banishment of the leader aud 11 other 
chiefs, as recited in my last message, did 
uot bring lasting peace to the islands 

Formidable uprisings continued, and 
Anally a rebellion broke out iu the Capital 
Island. Upola, headed In Aaua, the west- 
ern district, by the younger Tauiasese, 
aud in At un. the eastern district, by other 
leaders. 

The insurgents ravaged the country and 
fought the goverumeut troops up to tin 
very doors of Apia. The King again ap 
pealed to the powers for heip, and tne 
oombiued British aud German naval 
forces reduced the Atuaus to appareu' 
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is government acquiesces in 
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iiihjection. net, however, without consid- 
erable loss to the natives. A few dav* 
later Temaseue and his adherents, fearin g 
the ships and the marines, professed sub 
mission. 

Reports received from our agents at Apia 
do not justify the belief that the peace 
thus brought about will be of long dura 
tlon. It is their conviction that the natives 
are at heart hostile to the present govern 
ment; that such of them as profess loyalty 
to it do so from fear of the powers, aud 
that it would speedily go to pieces if the 
warships were withdrawn. 

Coudltton of Mm Treasury. 

The secretary ol the treasury reports 
that the receipts of the goveruuieut I coin 
all sources of revenue uuring tne fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1804, amounted to 
0378,8u3,4U8.ytf', and its expenditures to 
* 448,005,758.87. Jeuving a deficit of OOO.WW, 
100.01 

There was a decrease of 815,053,674.00 in 
the ordinary expenses of the government, 
as compared with the tiscal year 1&03. 

There was collected from customs 8131,- 
818 • • 6 i, and from internal revenue 0147,- 
168,440.70. The balance of the income lor 
the year, amounting to 803.815,517.!>~ was 
derived ,'roiu the sales of iunU- and other 
sources. 

The value of our total dutiable imports 
amounted to 0275,100,086, being 1100,087, 
685 less than during the preceding year 
aud the importations free of duty amount 
ed to 0378. 705,530. beiug ;'«4.748.075 less 
than duriug the preceding year. Tue re- 
ceipts from customs weto 070,090,480. U 
less, and irom internal reveuue 018,»36,- 
530 07 less than in DM

Our export! Ot merchandise, domestic 
mid foreign, amounted duriug the year to 
0885,140,6."2, u. iu< an increase over the pro- 
coding year ol *-i4,i«j,375. 

Tne total amount ot gold exported dur- 
ing the fiscal year was 070,808,001 as again- 1 
01UtS.oSiU.444 during the llacat year im., 
The amount imported Was O<2,440,1 10 as 
against 821, 174,361 duriug tne previous 
year. 

The iniDorts of silver were $18.88i;,562 and 
the exports were 060,461,205. 

The total bounty paid upou the produc- 
tion of sugar in the United States lor tne 
fiscal year was *l\!,loO,>lo.s.sw, being un in- 
crease of 82,785,078.01 over the payments 
made duriug tue preceding year. 

The amount of bounty paid from July 
1, 1804, to Aug. 28, 1804, the time when 
further payments ceased by operation of 
law, was 0866,185.84. The total expense in- 
curred in the payment of the bounty upon 
sugar during the fiscal year was 8130,- 
140.86. 

It is estimated that upon the basis of the 
present revenue laws the receipts of the 
government during the present fiscal year 
ending June 80, 188S, will be *4:*,487, 
748.44, and its expenditures 0444,427,748.44, 
resulting iu a deficit of 020,000,000. 

The nrst day of November, 1894, the 
total stock of money of all kinds iu the 
country was 08.420.778,888, as agaiust 82,- 
204.041,000 on the nrst day of November, 
1803, and the money of all kiuds in circula- 
tion, or not included in the treasury hold- 
ings, was 01,672.003,420, or 024.27 per capita 
uuon an estimated population of 68,887,000. 
At the same date there was held iu the 
treasury gold bullion amounting to 044, 
015,177.60, and silver bullion, winch was 
purchased at a oust of 0107,7711,088. 

The purchase of silver bullion under the 
act of July 14, 1800, ceased ou the 1st day 
of November, 1808, and up to that time 
there had beeu purchased during the fiscal 
year 11,017,058.78 line ounces at a cost of 
08,715,521.38, an average cost of 80.7818 per 
flue ounce. The total amouut of silver 
purchased from the time that law took 
effeot until the repeal of its purchasing 
clause, on the date last mentioned, was 
168,674.688.53 line ounces, which cost 0155,- 
081,008 25, the average price per hue ounce 
being 80 0244. 

The total amouut of standard silver dol- 
lars coined In the mints of the United 
States since the passage of the act of Feb. 
88, 1878, is 0421.778,400, of which 0378,108,- 
703 were coined under the provisions oi 
that act, 038,531,143 under the provisions 
of the act of July 14, 18U0, and 05,078.472 
under the act providing for the coinage of 
trade dollar bullion. 

The total coinage of all metals at our 
mints duriug the last tiscal year consisted 
of 08,485,820 pieces, valued at 0105,810,- 
730.08, ef which there were 000,474,018.60 in 
gold coined, 0758 la standard silver dol- 
lars, 00,084,140.80 in subsidiary silver coin, 
and 0716.019 80 iu minor coin. 

During the calendar year 1803 the pro- 
duction of precious metals in the United 
States was estimated at 1,780,883 fine 
ounces of gold, of the commercial and coin 
age value ol 085,055,000, and 60,000,000 flue 
ounces ot silver of the bullion or market 
value of 018,800,000 and of the coinage 
value of 077,376,000. It is estimated that 
on the first day of July, 1804, th/ stock of 
metallic money in the United Slates, con- 
sisting of com aud bullion, amounted to 
Ol.-i5l.04O.aaa. u£ which 



gold And |024,347,7.".7 was silver. 

Fifty national banks were organised 
during the year ending Oct. 31, 1-m. With 
a capitul of 05.285,000, and 70 witu a 
capitul of 01i' J l7o.O'XI went into voluntary 
liquidation. 1 .venty-one banks, with a 
capital of 10,770,000 were placed in the 
hands of receivers. The total number of 
national banks in existenee ou the OhM day 
ol October last was 3.756, beiinr 4\) less 
than on the 31st day of Qctgb tr, I8W3. The 
capital stock paid iu was Oo72,671,30o, being 
00,0*8.401 less than at the samu time in thn 
previous year, and the surplus fund and 
undivided profits, less expense and taxe-, 
paid, amounted to 0084,181,008.10 which 
wns 010,080,780 less thuu ou October 31, 
1803. 

The circulation was decreased 81. 731, 503. 
The obligations of the banks to each other 
were increased 0117,268,334, and the indi- 
vidual deposits were 8278,804, 4M!t li-ss in iu 
at the corresponding date in the previous 
year. Loans and discounts were 0161,206,- 
023 more than at the same time tne pre- 
vious year, and checks and other Onata 
items were 100,849,901 more. The totul re- 
source* of the banks at the date men 
tioned amounted to 03,473,082,055, us 
against 03,100,563,284.36 in 1803. 

Secretary of War's Keport. 

From the report of the secretary of war 
it appears that the strength of the army ou 
Sept. 30, 1804, vos 2,185 olticers and 25,705 
enlisted men. Although this is apparently 
a very slight decrease Compared with the 
previous year, the actual effect, ve force ha* 
been increased to the equivalent of nearly 
two regiments through the reorganisation 
of the system of recruiting, aud tne con.-, 
quent release to regimental duty of tne 
large force of men uitherto serving at tue 
recruiting departments. The abolition o. 
these departments, it is predicted, will 
furthermore effect an annual reduction 
approximating 0850,000 in tue direct e.\ 
penditures, besides promoting generally 
the health, moral aud discipline of tne 
troops. 

The execution of the policy of concen- 
trating the army at important osnti re oi 
population ami transportation, foresn.td 
owed in the last annual report of the Set 
retary, has resulted in the abandonm-in 
of 15 of the smaller uosis, which Was i 
fected under a plan which assemble- oi 
ganizations ol the same regiments bitheri 1 1 
widely separated. This renders our small 
forces more readily effective for any ~ i i 
ice which tliey may be called upon io pel - 
form, increases the extent of the) territory 
under protection without tliminlshlng I In 
security heretofore afforded to any lo 
cality, improves the discipline, traiuin. 
and esprit de corps of the army, liesi , . 
considerably decreasing the cost of it* 
maintenance. 

Though the forces of the department ol 
the east have been somewhat increased, 
more thau three-fourths ol the urutjr i» 
still stationed west of the Mississipp 
This careful manned policy, which -c 
cures the best aud greatest service in tue 
interests of the geueral welfare from lin 
small force comprising our regular arm;,, 
should not be thoughtlessly embsUTSea 
by the creation of uew aud unueccessarv 
pouts through aots of oengress to gratify 
the ambitions or interests of localities. 

While the muxbaura legal strength ol 
the army in 26,000 men the effective 
s'fft.ii.' th. through various causes, is but 
little over 20,000 men. The purpose of 
oougress does uot, therefore, seem to be 
ruiiy attained by the existing coudit Ion, 
While no considerable t increuse in tne 
army is, iu my judgment, demanded by 
recent events, the policy of sea coast forti 
flcatioiis, in the nroseciuion of winch we 
have beeu steadily engaged for some years, 
has so fur developed as to suggest that the 
effective strength of the army be mm 
in el - nt least equal to the legal streiiKi 0, 

It is hardly necessary to recall the fact 
that in obedience to the coinmauds of the 
constitution uud the laws, aud for the pur- 
pose of protectiug the property of the 

United States, aiding the pi federal 

courts and removing lawless obstruction" 
to the performance by the government ol 
its legitimate functions, it Became neces- 
sary in various localities during the yea. 
to employ a considerable portion of the 
regular troops. The duty was di-charged 
promptly, courageously and with marked 
uiscretiuu by the officers and men, and the 
most gratify ing proof was thus utlordcd 
that the army deserves that complete cou 
hdence iu its efficiency and discipline 
which the couutry has at all times mam 
fested. 

The reports of militia inspections by 
regulur army officers show a marked in 
urease in interest and efficiency among tne 
state organisations, and I strongly recom 
mend a continuance of the policy of 
affording every practical encouragement 
possible to this important auxiliary of 
our military establishment. 

The skill and industry of our ordnauce 
officers and inventors have, it is believed, 
overcome the mechanical obstacles whiah 
have heretofore delayed the armamunt of 
our coasts and this great national under 
taking upou which we have entered may 
now proceed as rapidly as congress shall 
determine. With a supply of Mulshed gnus 
of large caliber on hand, to which addi- 
tions should now rapidly follow, the wis- 
dom of providing carriages and emplace- 
ments for their mount oan not be too 
strongly urged. 

Department of Justice. 
Tho report of the attorney general notes 
the grainy ing progress made by the su- 
preme court in overcoming the arrears of 
Its busiuess aud in reaching a condition iu 
which it will be able to dispose of cases as 
they arise without any unreasonable de- 
lay. This result is, of course, very largely 
due to the successful workiug of the plan 
inaugurating circuit courts of appeals. 

In respect to these tribuuals the sugges- 
tion is made, in quarters entitled to the 
highest cousideratiou, that an additional 
circuit judge for each circuit would great- 
ly strengthen these courts and the coiifi- 
deuce reposed in their adjudications, and 
that such au addition would not create a 
greater force of judges than the increasing 
busiuess of such courts require. I com- 
mend the suggestion to the careful consid- 
eratlon of the congress. 

Other Important topics are advert ei I to in 
the report, accompanied by recommenda- 
tions, many of which have been treated at 
large iu previous messages, and at this 
time, therefore need only be named.

The report of the postmaster general 
presents a comprehensive statoUtSUl oi Hie 

operations of the postoffios dspsvrtmeul for 
the last liscal year. 

The receipts m the department during 
the year amounted to 076,0011,470.04, and 
the sxpendlture to *^4, 324,414. 15. 

The total number ol postofiloe* in the 
United Suites on the 3oth day of June. 
1N04, was 60. si 15, an increase of 1.4o3over 
the preceding year. Of these 3.42s were 
presidential, an increase iu that slses ol us 
over the preceding year. 

Six hundred and ten cities and towns are 
provided wit li free delivery. X i net > three 
other cities and towns entitled to this 
service under the law have not bed ac- 
corded it 011 account of insufficient funds. 
Oar Navy. 

Attention is called to the report of the 
secretary of t lie navy, which shows very 
gratifying progress in the construction of 
ships for our new navy. All the vessels 
now buildiug, including the three torpedo 
boats authorized ut the last session of con- 
gress, and excepting the tirst class battle- 
ship Iowa, will probably be completed 
during the coming fiscal year. 

The estimates lor the increase of the 
uavy for the year ending June 30, 1806. are 
large, but they iuclude practically the en- 
tire sum necessary to complete and equip 
all the new ships uot now in commisslou, 
so that uuless new ships are authorized 
the appropriations for the naval service tor 
the futon] yeur ending Juue 30, 1007, should 
fall below the estimates for the coming 
year by at least |13,000,000. 

The secretary presents with much earu- 
estuess a plea for the authorization of 
three additional battleships and 10 or 12 
torpedo boats. While the unarmored ves- 
sels heretofore authorized, including those 
now hearing completion, will constitute a 
fleet, which, it is tielieved, is sufficient for 
ordinary erasing purposes iu time of peace, 
we have now completed aud in process of 
construction, but four tirst class battle- 
ships and but few torpedo boats. 

If we are to have a nivy for warlike 
operations, oflensive and dofeusive, we cer- 
tainly ought to increase both the number 
of battle ships and torpedo boats. 

The muuufaciure of armor requires ex- 
pensive plant and the aggregation of many 
skilled workmen. All the armor necessary 
to complete the vessels now building w ill 
be delivered before tile 1st of Juue next. 

I teel it my imperative duty to call at- 
tention to the recommendation of the sec- 
retary in regard to the personnel of Un- 
line of the navy. The siagiuuion of pro- 
motion in this, the vital branch of the 
service, is so great as to seriously impair 
its efficiency. 

I consider it of the utmost importance 
that the young and middle-uged officers 
should before the eve of retirement be 
permitted to reach a grade untitling them 
to active and important duty. 

The system adopted a icw years ago 
regulating employment of labor at the 
savyyards is rigidly upheld, and has fully 
demonstrated its usefulness and expe- 

Iuterlor. 

The reportof the secretary of the interior 
exhibits the situation of the numerous aud 
interesting brunches of the public service 
connected with his department. I com- 
mend this report uud the valuable reeom- 
ttieudations uf the secretai'7 to the careful 
attention of the cougress. The public land 
disposed of during the year umoonted to 
10,406,100.77 acres, including 28,878.05 of 
Indian lauds. 

It is estimated that the public domain 
still remaiuliig amounts to a little more 
than 600,000,000 acres, excluding, however, 
about 880,000,000 acres in Alaska, as well

The total cash reoeipts from sale of lands 
amounted to 02,874,080.78. including 001.- 
M .08 received fur Indian lauds. 

At the close of the last fiscal year, on the 
80th day of June, 1804, there were 060,544 
persons on our peuslou rolls, being a net 
Increase of 3,532 over the number reported 
at the end of the previous year. 

These pensioners may be olassifled ss 
follows: Soldiers and sailors, survivors of 
all wars, 753.058; widows and relatives of 
deceased soldiers. 215,162< army nurses in 
the war of the rebellion, 414. Of these 
pensioners, 32,030 are surviving soldiers 
of Indiau and other wars prior to the late 
civil war, and the widows or relatives of 
such soldiers. 

The remainder, numbering 987,505, are 
receiving pensions on account of the war 
of the rebellion, aud of these 400,344 are ou 
the rolls under the authority of the act of 
June 27, 1800, sometimes called the depend- 
ent pension law. 

The total amount expended for pensions 
duriug the year was 0130,804,481.05, leaving 
an unexpended balance from the sum ap- 
propriated of 025,205,712.60. The sum 
necessary to meet pension expenditures 
for the year ending June 30, 1806, is esti- 
mated ut 0140,000,000. 

The commissioner of pensions is of the 
opinion that the' year 1808, being the 
thirtieth after the close of the war of the 
rebellion must, according to sensible 
human calculation see the highest limit of 
the pension roll, and that after that year 
it must begin to decllue. 

The claims pending iu the bureau have 
decreased more thau 00,1*00 duriug the 
Tear. A large proportion of the uew claims 
Bled are for increased pension by those 
now on the rolls. 

The number of certificates issued was 
80.813. 

The names dropped from the rolls for all 
causes duriug the voar numbered 87,081. 

Anioug our pensioners are nine Widows 
and three daughters of soldiers of the rev- 
olution aud 45 survivors of the war of 
1810. 

The barefaced aud extensive pension 
frauds exposed untler the direction of tne 
courageous and generous veteran soldier 
now at the head of the bureau leave uo 
room for the claim that no purgation of 
our pension rolls was needed, or that con- 
tinued vigilance and prompt action are 
not necessary to the same end. 

The accusation that an effort to detect 
pension frauds is evidence of unfriendli- 
ness toward our worthy veterans and a de- 
nial of their olaime to the generosity of the 
government, suggests an unfortunate In- 
difference to the commission of any of- 
fense which has for its motive the securing 
of a pension, and indicates a willingness 
to be blind to the existence of mean and 
trecberous crimes whieh play upon dem- 
agogic ft ars aad make sport of the patri- 
otic impulse of a gratef Ol people.

THE BALLOT. 
The Maysville Ilri.i.OTix thinks an 
uinendment to the election law should 
he enacted providing that in case of a 
contest it would he competent to prove 
how an elector had voted, and that each 
ballot he numbered with !the stub. But 
that amendment would destroy the very 
essence of the secret ballot. It was de- 
signed forever to prevent public knowl- 
edge of how an elector marked his ballot ; 
whether he scratched it or whether he 
did his whole duty and voted it straight. 

Moreover the temptation to get up 
contests would he great in order to get 
at the way men voted. The suggestion 
nr'Jthe BOLUTIM that the ballots should 
be preserved until after the time in 
which notice of the contest had expired 
is good. The requirement that the bai 
lots be destroyed immediately after they 
have been counted is not only offeriHg 
an opportunity for fraud but it destroys 
the evidence on which a contest must be 
based. The thing to do is to acquiesce 
in the fact that the secret ballot will re 
main and have the laws regulating the 
details perfected as far as possible. — 
Covington Commonwealth. 

The amendment suggested by the Bul- 
letin does not contemplate an examina 
tion of any ballot, except where it is firrt 
proved that the ballot was cast by an 
illegal voter; no otfur ballot is to be in- 
*}>ert f d at all. 

If it should be proved that a voter was 
disqualified and had no right to vote, 
then the ballot cast by that voter should 
be thrown out, provided the law fixes 
a way to identify it, which can be done 
as the Bulletin suggested by numbering 
each ballot coneecutively, as the stubs 
are now numbered. 

The man who casts a ballot unlawfully 
and fraudulently is not a voter in the 
eyes of the law, and he is entitled to no 
protection under the law he has violated 
The amendment suggested would not 
destroy "the very essence of the secret 
ballot," the Commonwealth to the con 
trary notwithstanding.

Remedies for Violation of Contract. 
Opinion of the Superior Court 
in a Recent Case. 



In aft rating the decision of the Mason 
Circuit Court in the case of Wiggins ver- 
sus Rogers, the Superior Court says : 

First— Wnere there has been a sale of personal 
property which by the terms of the contract was 
to be delivered by the vendor to the vendee and 
the latter refuses to accept it when tendered, the 
former has any ouc of three remedies to pur- 
sue. He may (1) consider the property as his 
own and bring his suit for damages, the measure 
being the difference between the contract price 
and market value of the goods; (2) he may treat 
the property as the vendee's and sue him for 
the whole of the purchase price ; or (3) ho may, 
using due precaution, sell tho property and sue 
the vendee for the difference between the amount 
realized at this sale and the contract price. 

Second- In this action by the vendorjof a crop 
of tobacco to recover the entire contract price, 
alleging that he had delivered a part of the crop, 
and was ready, able, and willing to deliver the 
balance, it appearing that after a part of the to- 
bacco was delivered the defendant refused to re- 
ceive the balance because it was in bad condi- 
tion, and that thereupon the parties rescinded 
the contract, the vendee agreciug to pay the ven- 
dor a certain sum as soon as he removed his to- 
bacco from the vendee's warehouse, the court 
properly non-suited the plaintiff. He was not 
entitled to recover In this action for a breach of 
the second contract.

FRANK WOODLAND ARMSTRONG. 



A Former Well Known and 
at Battle Greek, Mich. 



Frank Woodland Armstrong died at 
Battle Creek, Mich., at 12:45 p. m. Mon- 
day. A telegram during the afternoon 
brought the sad news to relatives and 
friends at this point. 

He had been in feeble health for many 
years and had used every effort, with an 
ample fortune at his command, to stay 
the dread malady, having visited the 
noted resorts for invalids on both conti- 
nents. 

Deceased was the son of the late John 
Armstrong, who was one of the most 
successful business men in the early his- 
tory of Maysville, and who did as much 
to build up the town as any citizen of 
his time. Many monuments of his en- 
terprise are extant among the best busi- 
ness houses and residences of our city. 

Frank W. Armstrong spent his boy- 
hood days in Maysville; attended the 
Maysville Seminary under Rand A Riche- 
eon; subsequently attended school at or 
near Louisville, under the charge of the 
late Bishop Smith ; then about the time 
of the breaking out of the war he went 
to Paris, France, where he had a brother, 
and pursued his studies there for several 
years. Coming back to this country 
after the war, he engaged in some com- 
mercial enterprises at Cincinnati, but in 
later years his failing health forbade 
close attention to any business. 

He was a man of tine intelligence, 
great urbanity of manner, a true friend 
and a man of a high order of integrity— 
nis word was as good as his bond. In 
his death a happy family circle loses an 
affectionate and loving husband and a 
fopd and devoted father. He was as 
thoroughly equipped for the enjoyment 
of life as any man the writer has ever 
known— barring, of course, his poor 
health. His friends and relatives will 
miss him. His genial manner, bright 
and vivacious in spite of the depressed 
condition of his health, made him always 
a welcome companion and a cherished 
friend. 

He was most happily married to Miss 
Trimble, of Hillsboro, Ohio, who sur- 
vives him. He leaves but one child, a 
daughter, who is the wife of Robert 
Sweigert, Esq., of Lexington, Ky. 

His funeral will occur at Cincinnati 
on Thursday afternoon, December 6th.

The completion of the 11th ceusus is now 
charge of the commissioner of labor. 



_ he total disbursement on account of the 
fiscal year ending June »0, 18J4, amounted 
to $10,805,670.81. At the close of the yoar 
the uuinber of persons employed in the 
census ottice was <JT9. At present there are 
about 400. 

The whole number of volumes necessary 
to comprehend the 11th census will be 25, 
and they will contain 22,^70 printed pages. 
The assurance is confidently made that 
before the close of the present calendar 
year the material, still incomplete, will 
be practically in hand and the census can 
certainly be closed by the 4th of March, 
1895. After that the revision aud proof 
reading necessary to bring out the volumes 
will still be required. 

Labor Commission. 

By virtue of a statute of the United 
States passed In 1H8S, I appointed in July 
last Hon. John 1). Keriian of the state of 
New York and Hon. Nicholas K. Worth- 
iugton of the state of Ulluois to form with 
Hon. Carroll I). Wright, commissioner of 
labor, who was designated by said 
statute a commission for the pur- 
pose of maki«g careful inquiry into 
the causes of the controversies between 
certain railroads and their employes, 
which had resulted in an extensive and de- 
structive strike, accompanied by much 
violence and dangerous disturbance, with 
considerable loss of life aud great destruc- 
tion of property. 

The report of the commissioners has 
been submitted to me and will be trans- 
mitted to thb congress with the evidence 
takru upou t heir in vestlgation. 

Their work has been well done aud their 
standing and intelligence give assurance 
that the report and suggestions they make 
tire worthy of careful consideration. 
Tariff. 

The tariff act passed at the last session 
of the congress needs important amend- 
ments if it is to be executed effectively aud 
with certainty. In addition to such neces- 
sary amendments as will not change rates 
of duty, 1 am still very decidedly iu favor 
of putting coal and iron upon the free list. 

So far as the sugar schedule is con- 
cerned, I would be glad, under existing ag- 
gravations, to see every particle of differ- 
ential duty in favor of refined sugarstrick- 
•n out of our tariff law. If with all the 
favor now accorded the sugar refining in- 
terest in our tariff laws it still languishes 
to the extent of closed refineries anu thou- 
sands of discharged workmen, it would 
senai to present a hopeless cm 
able legislative aid. 

Whatever else is dons ol 
earnestly repeat here the recommem 
I have made in another portion of this 
eomnunieation that the addtional duty 
of one tenth of a cent per pound, laid upon 
sugar Imported from countries paying a 
bounty ou its export, be abrogated. It 
t*eems to me that exceedingly Important 
considerations point to the propriety of 
this amendment. 

With the advent of a new tariff polloy 
not only contemplated to relieve the con- 
sumers of our laud in the cost of their 
dally life, but to Invite u better develop- 
ment of American thrift and create for us 
nloser aud more profitable commercial re- 
lations with the rest of the world, It fol- 
lows as a logical and imperative necessity 
that wo should.

During the last month the gold 
in the treasury for the purpose of redeem 
ing the notes of the government circulating 
as money in the hands of the people be 
came so reduced, aud its further depletion 
in the near future seemed so certain that 
in the exercise of proper care for the public 
welfare it became necessary to replenish 
this reserve and thus maintain popular 
faith in the ability and determination of 
the government to meet, as agreed, its 
pecuniary obligations. 
It would have beeu well if in this emer- 
atlthority had existed to issue thi- 
ol the government bearing a low 
rate of interest aud maturing within u 
special period; but the congress, having 
failed to coufsr such authority, resort was 
necessarily had to the resumption act of 
1875, and, pursuant to its provisions, bonds 
were Issued drawing Internet at the rate of 5 
per cunt per annum and maturing 10 years 
after their issuing, that being the shortest 
time authorised by the not. I am glad to 
say, however, that on the sale of these 
bonds the premium received operated to 
reduce the rate of interest to be paid by 
the government to less thau 8 per cent. 

Final redemption or the puttiug aside of 
the currency obligation now used to re- 
peatedly and constantly draw from the 
government its gold, and as long as no 
better authority for bond Issues Is allowed 
than at present exists, such authority will 
be utilized Whenever ajnd as. pftea as.lt be 



monies necessary to maintain a suTHclent 
gold reserve and in abundant time to save 
the credit of our country and make goo : 
the fluauciul declarations of our govern- 
ment. 

Questions relating to our banks and cur- 
rency are closely connected with the sub- 
ject just referred to, and they also present 
souy- unsatisfactory features. 

fromiutnt among them are the lack of 
elasticity in our oni-renoy circulation and 
iu frequent oonoentrMtioa in financial cen- 
ters when it is most needed iu other parts 
of the ciiuntry. The absolute dlvoraeiiu-nr 
of the ^(ivernment from the business of 
banking is the ideal relationship of the 
government u> the circulation of the cur- 
rency of the country. 

This condition can not be lmmediatelv 
readied; but as a stop in that di lectio i 
and as a means "f securing a more elast Ic 
ounvney and obviating other objections to 
the present arrangement of bauk riroahv 
tion, the secretary ol the treasury presents 
in his report a .scheme modifying pre<eni 
banking laws and providing for the issue 
of circulating note* by stute banks free 
from taxation under certain limitations. 

The secretary explains his plan so 
plainly aud its advantages are developed 
by him with such remarkable clearness, 
t hat any effort ou my part to present u 
gutneut iu its support woulcf be super- 
fluous; I shall, there! ore. content myself 
with au unqualified indorsement of the 
seoretarv's proposed changes iu the law 
and a brief and imperfect statement of 
their prominent features. 

It is proposed to repeal all laws provid 
ing for the depesit of United States lunul- 
as security for circulation, to permit na 
tioi.nl banks to issue circulating notes not 
exceeding in amount T5 per cent of their 
paid up and unimpaired capital provided 
they deposit with the government, as a 
guarantee fund, in United States legei 
tender notes, including treasury notes of 
1890, a sum equal in amount to 
80 per cent of the notes they desire to is 
sue, this deposit to be maintained at all 
times, but whenever any bank retires any 
part of iu circulation a proportional part 
of iu guarantee fund shall be returned to 
it; to permit the seoretary of the treasury 
to prepare nnd keep on hand ready 
for issue in case an increase iu 
circulation is desired blank na 
tioual bank notes for each bank 
having circulation and to repeal the pro- 
visions of the present law imposing limita- 
tions and restrictions upon banks desiring 
to reduce or increase their circulation— 
thus permitting such Increase or reduction 
within the limit of 75 per cent of capital to 
be quickly made as emergencies arise. 

Iu addition to the guarantee fund re 
quired, it is proposed to provide a safety 
fund for the ininiediaU redemption of the 
circulating notes of failed banks, by iiu 

rising a small annual tax, say one-half of 
per cent, upou the average circulation of 
each bauk until the fund amount* to S per 
cent of the total circulation outstanding. 

When a bank fails iU guarantee fund is 
to be paid into this safety fund and its 
notes are to be redeemed in the first in 
stance from such safety fund thus aug- 
mented and impairment of such fund 
caused thereby to bo made good from 
the immediately nvuiluble cash assets of 
said bank, and if these should be iusuth 
cient such impairment to be made good by 
pro rata assessment among the banks 
their contributions constituting a first lien 
upon the assets of the failed bank iu favor 
of the contributing banks. 

As a further security it is contemplate d 
that the existing provision fixing the nidi 
vidual liability ol stockholders is to be re- 
tained, and the bank's indebtedness, ou ac- 
count of iu circulating notes, is to be 
made a first lien ou all iu asseU. 

For the purpose of meeting the expense 
of printing notes official supervision, can- 
cellation aud other like charges there shall 
be imposed a tax of say one-half of 1 per 
cent per annum upou the average amount 
of notes iu circulation. 
• It is farther provided that there shall be 
no national bank notes issued of a less de- 
iiomiuation thau $10. That each national 
bank, except iu case of a failed bunk, shall 
redeem or retire its notes in the first iu 
stance at iu own office or at agencies to be 
designated by it, that no fixed reserve ueed 
be maintained on account of deposits. 

Another very important feature of this 
plan is the exemption of state banks from 
taxation by the United States in cases 
where it is shown to the satisfaction of the 
secretary of the treasury and comptroller 
of the currency by banks claiming such ex 
einptiou tbi.t they have uot bad out 
standing their circulating notes ex- 
ceeding 75 per cent of their paid ui 
and unimpaired capital; that then 
stockholders are individually liable for the 
redemption of their circulating notes U 
the full extent of their ownership of stook 
that the liability of said banks upon their 
circulating notes constitutes under their 
state law a first lien upon their assets 
that such banks have keptand maintained 
a guarantee fund in United States legal 
tender notes, including treasury notes of 
1890 equal to 80 per cent of their outstaud- 
iug circulating notes, and that such banks 
have promptly redeemed their circulating 
notes when presented at their prinolpal or 
branch offices. 

It is quite likely that this scheme may 
be usefully amended in some of iu de- 
tails, but I am satisfied it furnishes a basis 
for a very great Improvement in our pre* 
eut banking and currency system. 

I conclude this communication fully ap- 
preciating that the responsibility for all 
legislation affecting the people of the 
United StaUs resU upou their represents 
tives in the congress, and assuring them 
that whether in accordance with recoin 
meudations 1 have made or not I shall be 
glad to co-operate iu perfecting any legis- 
lation that tend-, to the vrotperity aud 
welfare of our country.
